Queenborough.

The  cargoes  from  foreign  are  from 
Antwerp  and  cross-channel  ])orts 
and  consigned  to  the  works  at 
' Sittingbourne,  but  also  comprise 
granite  and  patent  nxanures  for  the 
Faversham  end : the  home  trade  is 
chiefly  barges  loaded  with  bricks, 
corn  and  yarious  merchandises: 
a few  colliers  for  the  gas  works. 
The  amount  of  explosiyes  exported 
is  diminishing ; a large  quantity  of 
manure  is  brought  down  for  use  on 
the  land. 

INSPECTIONS. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  the  In- 
spector in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  and  the  fact  that  a successor 
was  not  appointed  till  after  the 
close  of  the  year  the  amount  of  in- 
spection was  not  normal  and  the  re- 
coi’ds  are  not  as  complete  as  they 
should  be.  I have  carried  out  in-

Six  barges 

were  ordered  to  b( 

cleansed  after  carrying  London 
manure.  The  water  supply  and  ar- 
rangements for  its  storage  have 
been  satisfactorv  in  all  cases. 

No  defects  have  been  found  need- 
ing action  to  be  taken,  or  sending 
of  written  notices. 

There  were  no  deaths  and  no 
cases  of  infectious  disease  reported 
on  board  any  vessel  in  the  port.  It 
lias  not  been  found  necessary  to 
take  anv  action  under  the  Public 
Health  Regulations  as  to  Food  Act. 
1907. 

Included  in  the  area  of  the  Port 
are  the  beds  of  the  Faversham 
Oyster  Co.  and  also  other  layings  of 
shell  fish  on  either  side  of  the 
Swale.  These  are  well  looked 
after  and  no  case  of  infectious  di- 
sease has  been  suspected  of  arising 
from  them. 

The  necessary  tables  are  append- 
ed: although  no  yessels  have  been 
subiected  to  methods  of  rat  de- 
struction a vigorous  campaign  has 
been  carried  on  ashore  on  the 
wharves,  etc.
